Her real-estate agent is charged

An Andover real estate agent 
has been arrested for allegedly 
stealing more than $20,000 from 
an 86-year-old widow living in 
assisted living in town. Andover 
Police were tipped off by 
employees at the Sov ereign 
Bank on Main Street 

C. Richard Barrett, 60, the 
Andover real-estate agent, has 
been charged with larceny 
against a person 60 or older and 
obtaining a signature by false 
pretense. Both are felonies 
potentially carrying 10-year sen- 
tences if he is convicted, said 
Det. Sgt. Donald Pattullo, who 
investigated the case with Det. 
Sgt. Charles Heseltine. 

Barrett, a North Reading res- 
ident, has pleaded not guilty. A 
pretrial hearing is scheduled for 
pec; 19. 

Barrett sold the woman’s 
home for her when she moved 
into Marland Place, an assisted 
living facility on Stevens Street, 
said Pattullo. She has no family 
in the area. “He just realized she

had some money and took 
advantage of her,” said Pattullo. 

Pattullo said Barrett first 
asked the woman for $3,000, 
supposedly to pay for his daugh- 
ter's wedding. But after that, the 
requests for money didn’t stop, 
said Pattullo. “She kept saying 
‘This is the last time. This is the 
last time,’” said Pattullo. “She 
was kind of intimidated and 
afraid to say no.” 

The tip-off came from 
employees of Sovereign Bank 
on Main Street who noticed that 
more than $20,000 had been 
removed from the woman’s 
account since January. Pattullo 
said the amounts of money she 
was spending just didn’t add up 
for the bank employees, and 
they called the police. “Thank 
God for the (workers) at Sover- 
eign,” said Pattullo. 

Pattullo said this should serve 
as a warning to others in town. 
“Elderly people have got to be 
aware. There’s a lot of people 
out there preying on the elder- 
ly.”

For instance, 
Physical Sciences Inc. of 
Andover was awarded four 
SBIR contracts for “reconfig- 
urable environmentally aware 
computing technology of earth 
observing systems; low-power, 
confocal imaging of protein 
localization in living cells; tera- 
hertz quantum cascade laser- 
based sensors for hypersonic 
flows; and, on-orbit assembly of 
a universally interlocking modu- 
lar spacecraft.” 

US Rep. Marty Meehan said 
that seven companies in his dis- 
trict won the NASA contracts 
through the highly competitive 
Small Business Innovation 
Research and Small Business 
Technology Transfer programs. 
These programs provide an 
opportunity for small, high tech- 
nology companies and research 
institutions to participate in gov- 
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tour 
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ernment-speasored research and 
development in key technology 
areas. 

“These are highly competi- 
tive grants.” Meehan said. “It’s 
great to see that there are a num- 
ber of cutting edge technology 
companies here that will be 
working with NASA.”

Septic system denial

mental issue. The state wants to install a 
septic system at the salt shack for high- 
way workers 


Penney also walked the site with 
DEP’s Dave Ferris and Jim Sprague. 
Ferris oversees septic systems and 
Sprague is from the wetlands division. 
Paul Finger from the town’s Conserva- 
tion Commission and Doug Dunbar 
from the Board of Health were also in 
attendance. 

Penney could not block the septic 
system himself because his authority is 
municipal, but Andover’s Conservation 
Commission does have state authority. 
The commi denied the state request 


because the site is 25 feet from Andover 
wetlands. “I think they were trying to 
be objective,” said Penney. 

The DEP has appealed Andover’s 
denial and a decision should be 
announced by Friday, Dec. 5.

“We're recycling reasonably. 
We're just throwing out a lot,” 
said Dann, a recycling commit- 
tee member and state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protec- 
tion liaison. “There are some 
pockets where we're not so 
good. (A pay-as-you-throw sys- 
tem) makes it worth your while 
to do a little bit more.” 

Dann was one of several peo- 
ple to speak during public hear- 
ings last Thursday and Friday 
on the proposed “pay as you 
throw” trash-disposal method. If 
adopted, this program would 
charge residents a set fee for 
each bag of trash they discard. 

The Pay As You Throw 
Committee held a final meeting 
on Tuesday and is expected to 
offer its recommendation and a 
report to the selectmen on Dec. 

1. The selectmen will decide to 
either vote on the system them- 
selves or leave the decision to 
voters at 2004 Town Meeting. 

Admitting she was once 
skeptical of the idea, Dann said 
the numbers speak for them- 
selves: reducing the amount of 
trash the town gets rid of will 
increase recycling. 

However, a pay-as-you- 
throw system will come at an 
additional cost to residents 
above what they pay in taxes. 

Based on what was projected 
at the hearing, residents could 
expect to pay $52 per year for 
using one 15-gallon bag per 
week, to $156 per year for using 
two 30-gallon bags per week.

examine the system held a two- 
day public hearing to learn 
Andover residents’ opinions, 
and address their concerns with 
implementing such a system. 

Selectman Ray Hender 
explained to residents a Strate- 
gic Planning Task Force sub 
committee looking to generate 
revenues for the town came up 
with the idea of establishing a 
pay-as-you-throw trash pro- 
gram. 

“This group will look at the 
feasibility for pay-as-you-throw 
for the town,” said Hender. 

If the program is deemed a fit 
for Andover, it will generate 
revenues, reduce solid waste 
and increase recycling, say its 
supporters. 

“We've really focused on 
gathering information,” said 
Mark Merritt, chairman of the 
Pay As You Throw Committee, 
before opening up the floor to 
residents on Thursday night. 

Residents discussed issues 
such as illegal dumping, and the 
cost and inconvenience of a fee- 
based trash-disposal program. 

“I live on a very woodsy 
street, Spring Grove Road,” said 


Hal Rubin. “We know that we 
get things tossed in our woods 
on a regular basis. This sounds 
terrible, but it does happen.” 

With such a situation already 
affecting his neighborhood, 
Rubin told the committee he 
feared the new trash system 
could increase the problem. 
There is also the question of 
who would pay to properly dis- 
card illegally dumped waste. 

“There’s not going to be any- 
one watching them. It seems to 
me that we run a huge risk,” 
said Rubin. 

“That is part of what the 
town will have to deal with,” 
said Hender. “Frankly, I think 
that’s something we need to 
address if we go forward.” 

Hender said it is possible the 
town could impose fines for 
people caught abusing the sys- 
tem. 

“If (residents) see it happen, 
we suspect they are going to 
drop a dime, if you will,” said 
Hender, given that law-abiding 
residents are paying for their 
trash. 

“People drop bags of trash, 
and they leave their mail in it,” 

said Cindy Egan, committee 
member, offering another pos- 


upon,” he said. 

Johnson said if it is presented | 
at Town Meeting there should | 
be “less backlash.”

“So I can speak directly to 
the inconvenience,” she said, | 
adding, “As a resident of Merri- 
mac, we were not taxed prior to 
(pay-as-you-throw).” 

However, not everyone who 
attended the public hearing 
objected to the idea of pay-as- 
you-throw. 

“It would be a very good 
idea that we fix it before it’s | 


decided Massachusetts should 


snuff out workplace smoking 
statewide last Wednesday. A 
similar bill had already passed in 
the House which means Massa- 
chusetts could be smoke free by 
July 5. 

The decision will have limit 
ed effects in Andover. Residents 
passed a bylaw outlawing smok 
ing in public buildings in 1994 
Some restaurants with bars were 
granted variances to allow smok- 
ing in their bar areas. But in 
2001, the bylaw was further 
strengthened to allow smoking 
exclusively in bar-only establish- 
ments. 

Today, there is only one 
Andover bar where smoking is 
still allowed, the Park Street Pub. 

Rick Pruneau, Park Street 
Pub owner, laughed about the 
new state law, but also called it 
hypocritical and an infringement 
on personal rights. 

“It’s an infringement on our 
own rights because (the state 
believes) we don’t know what's 
good for us,” he said. “I don't 
like the law because people 
should have their own rights. | 
find it immensely hypocritical. It 
doesn’t make sense if you think 
about it.” 

Pruneau said he has never 
smoked in his life, and offering 
smoking at his bar was a busi- 
ness decision. 

“When people drink, they 
smoke,” he said. 

However, as for how the law 
could affect Park Street Pub, he 
said since the bars in surround- 
ing towns will also be smoke- 
free, he doesn’t believe his clien- 
tele will head elsewhere to enjoy 
a cigarette with a few drinks. 


She said the responses she 
gathered from her communities 
mostly favored the ban, and her 
vote reflected this. 

“T listened carefully to all 
sides of the debate,” said Tucker. 
“This is a public health issue. 
Now there’s a level playing 
field.” 

According to Tucker, more 
than 90 state communities 
already have a local ban in place. 
“I think most people would 
agree, it’s resulted in a healthier 
environment.” said Tucker. 

Tucker said she believes 
Romney will sign the bill, even 
though he had not made a public 
statement, since it was approved 
with a “veto-proof vote.”

The high school cafeteria 
becomes a standing-room-only 
eatery every lunch period, and it 
has nothing to do with the food. 
It has to do with the number of 
students in the school. 

Because the school has more 
students than it was designed to 
hold, students settle into chairs 
in the long, high-ceilinged 
room, and, when the chairs run 
out, the rest sit on heaters along 
the walls or squish in, two to a 
seat. When there’s nowhere left 
to sit, they eat quickly and go 
outside in front of the school to 
socialize, if it’s not too cold. 

“There’s nowhere near 
enough seats,” said Nicholas 
Morissette, 15, who stood on a 
sidewalk outside the school with 
a group of friends during lunch 
one day last week. 

“We, like, run there to get a 
chair,” said his friend Mark 
Couture, 15. “And once the 
tables get really crowded, you 
just want to eat and go.” 

The cafeteria overflow is just 
one sign of a surge of bodies at 
Andover High. Enrollment has 
risen steadily in recent years and 
is expected to increase from the 
current 1,740 students to at least 
1,780 in September 2004. If the 
projection proves true, the 
school will run out of room for 
them all next year. 

“If push came to shove. if we 
had 1,785 students, we'd be 
hard-pressed to make the case 
we're providing the education 
we should,” Principal PeterAn- 
derson said. 

The campus on Shawsheen 
Road has 72 classrooms and 
operates on a schedule of eight 
class blocks every two days, 
allowing up to 576 different 
class meetings, Anderson said. 
Ninety-seven percent of those 
meeting times are used, mean- 
ing the school cannot absorb any 
more students without increas- 
ing the size of classes — which 
parents, teachers and adminis- 
trators all oppose. Andover High 
has 343,522 square feet. 

Next year’s freshman class is 
expected to have 475 students, 
about the same as this year’s

class but much larger than the 
current 390-student junior class 
or the 400-member senior class. 
That means more students will 
be entering in the fall than will 
graduate next spring. 

Anderson has been predict- 
ing the overflow for years, and 
now is proposing several possi- 
ble solutions, such as asking 
neighboring West Middle 
School to make room for some 
high schoolers, dividing the 
library into a classroom, putting 
up mobile classrooms, or using 
a staggered schedule in which 
some students have classes later 
in the day. 

Most of the options would 
come with a cost, he said. He 
makes his recommendations to 
the School Committee just as 
the cash-strapped district is con- 
sidering more spending to com- 
ply with a Department of Edu- 
cation order to increase the 
number of hours of class time at 
the high school, from 860 per 
year for each student to the 
state-mandated 990. Anderson 
said he will narrow the options, 
consult with middle-school prin- 
cipals and put together a com- 
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mittee to come up with a recom- 
mendation — with the goal of 
finding a solution by the end of 
December. 

The space problem is becom- 
ing urgent as it begins to impact 
the quality of education, said 
Laura Hajdukiewicz, a first-year 
biology teacher. Teachers are 
feeling the crunch in the form of 
a shuffle — moving from one 
classroom to another — and the 
assignment of classes to the 
wrong kind of room. 

“We have science classes in 
English rooms and foreign lan- 
guage rooms because we don’t 
have enough classroom space,” 
Hajdukiewicz said during a 
lunch period, as she watched 
over students eating in the noisy 
cafeteria. “Let’s say you're 
doing a lab that requires water 
or fire — that’s a problem. And 
you want an environment of sci- 
ence, with beakers and posters 
of Einstein, not posters of 
Shakespeare.” 

Some teachers have to sched- 
ule fewer labs than they would 
like to, and they often trade 
rooms with their colleagues to 
make sure every student has a 
chance to use science equip- 
ment, she said. 

Hajdukiewicz said a bigger 
problem than the lack of space is 
the lack of staff. After layoffs 
earlier this year, the school was 
left with 10 fewer teachers than 
required, and Anderson has said 
he would need at least 25 teach- 
ers to eliminate the study halls 
most students take in place of 
lost courses. 

“Goodness, if you had to, 
you could teach down here,” 
Hajdukiewicz said, nodding 
toward the dozens of tables fill- 
ing the cafeteria. "Maybe this 
will force the town to hire more 
teachers.”

Looking 
into each other’s eyes, some- 
times with happiness through 
tears, we recognized the grief 
that we overcame in different 
countries like we had been 
together for the long time of

Now that I am nearing the 
half-way point of my freshman 
year in college, I have one 
place to thank for the success | 
have found here, and that is 
Andover High School. I 
became the person I am today 
not particularly because of 
AHS’s academics, but because 
of the extracurricular activities 
that I was involved in after 
school.

NDOVER HIGH SCHOOL ART TEACHER 
Kathleen Cook spends most of her 
| time in the public eye. A showing 
| of her paintings currently at the Firehouse 
Center for the Arts in Newburyport brings 
the personal, private sphere of her life into

Cook has taught at Andover High 
School for 32 years, but only began paint- 
| ing seriously two years ago. She describes 
| her work at the school as “very public” and

Cook teaches painting and was a Co-

was built to honor the solstice. It 
is one acre and has a 60 foot 
entrance. It dates about to 3,300 
BC, making it one of the oldest 
structures in the world. 


6. Romans gave tkeir children 
earthenware (sigillaria), rings 
and seals to celebrate Sigillaria. 


7. They are celebrating the sum- 
mer solstice. At that time, night 
is at its shortest and daytime is 
at its longest. 


8. It comes from two Latin 
words — “sol,” which means 
sun, and “‘sistere” which means 
to cause to stand still. 


9. Their winter solstice ritual 
was called Lenaea, the Festival 
of the Wild Women. A man rep- 
resenting the harvest god 
Dionysos was torn to pieces and 
eaten by a gang of women. 
Then, Dionysos was reborn as a 
baby. By classical times, the 
human sacrifice was replaced by 
the killing of a goat and the 
women became funeral mourn- 
ers and watchers of the birth. 


10. That year the solstice, full 
moon and lunar perigee hap- 
pened on the same date. 
(Perigee means that the moon’s 
orbit is closet to earth). Here, the 
moon was full and at its maxi- 
mum size. The last time that 
happened was 1866.

Did You Know... ? 


In the 1940s, Dahl and Gaske Development Com- 
pany bought the Bon Davis homestead in Alaska, sub- 
divided it, and named it North Pole. The name was 
selected to attract the toy industry to manufacture arti- 
cles made in “North Pole.” This endeavor failed to 
blossom, but North Pole has continued to grow, and 
interest continued to develop North Pole as a theme 
city, “where the spirit of Christmas lives year-round.” 
Many streets bear holiday names: Santa Claus Lane, 
Snowman Lane, Kris Kringle, Mistletoe, Holiday 
Road, Saint Nicholas Drive, North Star Drive, Blitzen 
and Donner. The Santa Claus house, the “official” 
home of Santa Claus, greets all visitors who pass 
through the city. Each year the community starts the 
holiday season with a candle-lighting ceremony and 
tree-lighting event on the first Sunday in December.
